FOREWORD. 


As a child in North Carolina I knew no more of my 
Lazenby ancestors than that they "came from Marylend." Tnere 
was a vague dream that some day I would learn more of the 
tradition, and the dream came true, but in a vague and 
haphazard way. In 1900 I came to Washington, but it was har 
a dozen years later when. inspired by some forgotten clew, I 
wrote to the Clerk of Court at Rockville, Maryland, to inquire 
if there was a record of Joshua Lazenby, my great-grandfather. 
To my surprise, he sent me the names of the nine children 
mentioned in the will of Robert Lazenby, 1785, and Joshua was 
among them, 


Even then, I did not go on with the search, but wae away 
in South America three years, and heard on the steamer and saw 
on the billboards something of the famous preserving firm, 

"E. Lazenby & Son," of London. Also, in the Anglican Church 
of Valparaiso I came upon a memorial window to William Lazenby. 
Returning to Washington in 1912, I still did not resume the 
research for a dozen or more years, when I began in earnest. 
Finally, I have information concerning descendants of seven of 
the nine children of Robert Lazenby, and also of the children 
of his youngér brother, Henry Lazenby. 


It will be obvious, I think, that the family is native 
to the North Riding of Yorkshire and has been identified with 
that locality for more than a thousand years. I have not been 
able to bridge the ocean-wide gap and link up the first Robert 
Lazenby in Maryland with his immediate ancestors in England. 
He may, indeed, have come from London, or some other part of 
England, but Yorkshireman he surely was. To this day we have 
the fair complexion, the tendency to blue or blue-gray eyes, 
and a deliberateness that refuses to be hurried or excited. 
There is also a love of the land. Most of the Lazenbys have 
been farmers. The first Robert in Maryland bought a farm of 
about 200 acres, and his grandsons who went to the New South 
after the Revolution went in for 200-acre farms. This was 
large enough for one man, with the scant slave help he owned, 
to till, but 1t would yield an ample support. It has not been 
a family that aspired over-much to wealth. 


It has not, indeed, been in any way an ambitious family, 
but rather an exceptionally independent one. In politics they 
have been on the conservative side. While they embraced the 
democracy of Thomas Jefferson, they did not adhere to that of 
Andrew Jackson. My father cast his first vote for William 
Henry Harrison, and always remembered the "Log Cabin" campaign. 
Here and there is a Henry Clay among them, and other indication 
that the Whig party was theirs. When the convulsion of civil 
war eliminated the Whits, the Democrats inherited most of the 
Lazenbys. There were exceptions. 


The highest political office held by any Lazenhy is 
that of member of the State Legislature in Georgia and in 
Alabama. Few have studied or practiced law or medicine. 
More have been teachers and clergymen. In the trades they 
have been excellent woodworkers and builders. 


The Lazenbys did not come to Maryland until after the 
Revolution of 1688, when the religious freedom characteristic 
of the Calvert regime had given place to the Church of England. 
The Lazenbys conformed to this church and are occasionally 
mentioned in the parish records of Ann Arundell, Prince Georges 
and Montgomery counties. Later they allied themselves with 
the Wesley reform within the Church of England and to this day 
the family is dominantly Methodist. 


Of those who have been helpful to me in gathering the 
information here presented the list is too long to enumerate. 
To my own keen appreciation for their kindness I hope will be 
added that of their immediate families, who are thus enabled 
to trace their lines and to learn more of their people. 


MARY ELINOR LAZENBY. 
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The name Lazenby occurs six times in the Domesday Book, 
1086 A. D. Twice it is spelled Laisinbia. Other spellings are 
Leisingbi, Lesinghebi, and Lesingebi. These are of the King's 
lands or Earl Hugh's lands in the North Riding of Yorkshire. 


Lazenby Hall is still on certain maps, on the railway 
from Northallerton to Durham, and but a few miles from the former 
Place. Allerton signifies "Town of Alder Trees" and its prefix 
Signifies its settlement by Angles or Saxons. From a very early 
period there were hedges of hawthorn about their fields and they 
cultivated apples, pears and plums. 


It was between 420 and 600 A. D. that the Angles or 

English from the shores of tne Baltic established themselves in 
the Roman towns. They spread out as far north as the Tweed, in- 
cluding York, Lancaster, Durham, Northumberland, the less moun- 
tainous parts of Cumberland and Westmoreland and parts of the low- 
dand counties” of Scotland’. 4teis in these séctions,/with the ex- 
ception of Lancaster, that the name Lazenby in its various spell- 
ings is Tound,; but-principally in the North-Riding of Yorkshire. 


Near Northallerton is the very ancient Catterick Parish 
and it is supposed to be in this locality that Augustine the Monk 
and Paulinus the Apostle preached Christianity about 600 A. D. 

It is said to have been the residence of James, deacon of Paulinus, 
and to date back to the first preaching of Christianity in North- 
unbpia. bathe records of the Parisheto-2ek. D. there is a ref- 
erence to Lazenby Grange, on the Wiske River. Whitaker's History 
of Richmondshire (V. I, p. 46). John de Laysyngby is given as the 
Vicar of Hornby, who died Nov. 8, 1399, (V.II, p. 51. 


In the History of the County of York, by William Page (Vol. 
3, page 3635), there is reference to the Chapel of Lazenby, estab- 
lished Feb. 19, 1290, for a master and six chaplains. In the 1546 
survey it is called the "Chapell of Lasynbye in the said Paroche of 
Northalverton," though other writers placed it in Wilton. In the 
Domesday map of the North Riding, in Vol. 2, a rural deanery is 
placed near North Allerton in 1535. 


Lazenby Grange was in very ancient times near Wilton, where 
today there is a small hamlet called Lazenby. lLofthouse Rectory 
was on the road between Guisborough and Whitby, it having been 
granted by the Conqueror to Earl Hugh and by him to William de Percy, 
a Norman Baron. It included Lasingby, and in 1294 John de Lesyngby 
was the first rector.

William Lasingby, who owned the manors of Westharlesley 
(West Harilsey) and Estroughton (East Horton), near North Allerton, 
was Chief Baron of the. Exchequer, April 28, 1413. This is the 
first month of the reigh of King Henry V. In "Biographical 
Sketches of the Judges of England "it is said of him: "The first 
mention of him appears in the Rolls of Parliament of Henry IV, 
where there are copies of commissions to him to treat on the 
part of the Earl of Northumberland with Robert, King of Scotland, 
and the Ambassador of France. For his connection with the Earl's 
treasonable conduct he was attainted of treason and his lands 
forfeited ., . . In the last\year of Henry's reign, however, he 
obtained his pardon and was restored to his possessions with the 
assent of Parliament. On the accession of Henry V he was 
appointed Chief Baron of the Exchequer, probably owing his ad- 
vance to the favor in which Henry, the son of Hotspur, was 
received by the King. The only judicial transaction on which 
we find him engaged is on the commission to try Richard, Karl of 
Cambridge, Sir Thomas Grey and Sir Henry Lescrops of Marsham who 
were condemned for conspiracy against the King's life. A new 
chief baron was appointed November 4, 1419, but whether the va- 
cancy was made by Lasingby's death or resignation does not appear." 


| Parish records show many Lazenbys in the North Riding of 
Yorkshire, from the fifteenth century to the present. Also in 
Cumberland, on the river Eden, is the town of Lazonby. MThere is 
in the old churchyard there a cross showing pre-Norman charac- 
terist lta, 


In the parish records of London and Westminster, beginning 
with the fifteenth century, the name is fairly frequent, parti- 
cularly in St. Paul's of Covent Garden, St. Martin's in the 
Fields and St. Antholin. In the last named church Robert Lazenby, 
Clerk, became rector May 9, 1696, remaining until his death 
May 15, 1725. In the records of Bath Aubey Parish there is pais 
entry: "May 18, 1725; buried Rev. Mr. Lasinby from Mr. Woll- 
merits," He was a son of Richard Lazenby of Westminster. (London 
Magazine 156, 1.47; Historical Register Chronicle, p. 35497.) 


One of the name who has come recently to America says of 
the family in England: “They are not a numerous family or a 
wealthy one, except the Elizabeth branch and the Lasinbys of 
Liberties, London, but they are known as a family of hard-working, 
tenacious protestants against the various political abuses of 
their day. This habit of protesting has not added to their

The Lasinby or Lasenby arms as described in Hayden's

EARLIEST ARRIVALS IN AMERICA 


In the records of Accomac County, Va., by Nottingham, the 
following Lazenby immigrants are recorded: 


Thomas Lasingby, transported by Henry Smith, Mar.14, 1664/65 

Robert Lasingby, transported by Arthur Robins, Mar. 184 
1666/67 

Roger Lassingby, transported by Charles Ratcliffe, 1673, 
north side Megangoc Creek. Book 6, ~ 478, Va. Land 
Records. 


It is proper to mention that Mr. Robert Lazenby, of Bed- 
fora, Va., tells of a tradition in the family of "three brothers 
coming from Ireland." If there is any basis for this, it is 
conceivable that they may have been sent to Ireland by Cromwell. 
Nothing definite appears about these ecariy immigrants. The lines 


between Accoemac County, Va., and soutiern Maryland were not © pase 
clearly defined at that time, and it seems probable shetiltheir < se my) 


descendants are later found at Herring Creek, in Ann Arundell 
County, where the early Maryland Lazenbys centered at first. 


Also it seems probable that some of them went to southern 
Virginia. The will of John Lessenberry, of Sussex County, Va., 
Jan. 2, 1764 - May 17, 1764, bequeathec a tafe interest) in iis 
estate to his wife Elizabeth, to be divided at her death equally 
between the following children: Jonn. who was also to inherit 
"my college lease;" David, Thomas, Wiiliam, Edmund, Mary, Sarah 
and Elizabeth Anderson. 


Later records show William ani Navid to have died before 
May 21, 1778. Edmund appears in the auditor's Accounts of the 
Revolution. Thomas 1g given as head of a famiiy in the 1790 
census, both in Amherst and Chesterfieia counties. It appears 
cafo to conclude that it was this Thomas of John who from 1795 
to 1804 took uy grants of land in Harpshire County; now West 
Virginia. (Land Office records at Richmond.) In the last 
rocord, 1804. tne name is spelled Leazenby, which is character- 
istic of the descendants who spread out from Pickaway County, 
Ohio. It igs interesting to note that anong those brought back 
to Williamsburg as prisoners by George Rogers Clark was one 
Caleb Leazenby. 


The census of 1810 gives William, Sarah and David Lessen- 
berry with families in Sussex. A letter from Henry Je Lessen- 
berry, written in 1928 from Richmond, says: "T was raised near 
Spring Hill Church, Sussex County, and my father's name was 
John W. Lessenberry. My mother was a Brock, from Isle of Wright 
County. I am the last in my family bearing the name Lessenberry 
that I know of." He referred to the great physical stature of 
his father. 
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In a letter dated March 15, 1940, D, D, Lessenberry, Director: |." 
of Courses in Commercial Education of the University of Pittsburgh, ).

"My Uncle John Lessenberry lived in Glasgow, Kentucky, until 
the time of his death some 30 years ago. He has a son John now 
ei: living in New York, My grandfather brought his family from 
en Ace Virginia and probably is a direct descendant of the Lessenberry 
from Sussex County, Virginia," 


CHARLES CALVERT LAZENBY 


The first of the Lazenby name to appear in Maryland rec- 
ords is Charles Calvert Lazenby. This is in connection with 
Land Patent 1,000, Liber’Cc, B., folito 111, of the Land Commis- 
sioner's Office at Annapolis. By this patent he is granted 
1,000 acres of land in Portland Manor, in consideration "of our 
Special favour, certaine knowledge and meermotion." It is 
signed "C. Baltemore," this being Charles Calvert, third Baron 
of Baltimore. The phraseology signifies close relationship or 
friendship. The date is July 10, 1701. A verbatim copy follows: 


Charles, etc., To all, etc., know yee that wee of our af- 
fection, Special favour, certaine knowledge and meermotion, doe 
hereby give grant unto Mr. Charles Calvert Lazenby one thousand 
acres formerly part of Portland Manor lying next and added to the 
great mannor at the ridge in Ann Arundell County in the Province 
of Maryland, the said one thousand acres to be next to the widow 
Talbot!s plantacon, together with all rights profits benefits 
and privilidges thereunto belonging Royal mines excepted, To have 
and to hold the’said one thousand acres unto him the said Charles 
Calvert Lazenby, his heirs and assigns forever. To be holden of 
us and our heirs as of our mannor of Baltemore in fee and common 
soccage by fealty only for all manner of services yielding and 
paying therefor yearly unto us and our heirs at our receipt in 
the city of S. Maries (St. Mary's) at the two most usual feasts 
of the year, viz., the feast of the Annuncacon of the blessed 
Virgin Mary and of S Michaell the archangel by even and equal 
portions the rent of one pound sterling in silver or gold and 
for a fine upon every alternacon of the said land or any part or 
parcel thereof one whole year!s rent in silver or gold or the 
full value thereof in such commodities as wee and our heirs or 
such officer or cfficers as shall be appointed by us and our 
heirs from time to time to collect and receive the same accept 
in discharge thereof at the choice of us and our heirs or such 
officer or officers as aforsd Provided that if the said sum for 
a fine shall not be paid to us and our heirs or such ‘officer or 
officers as aforesaid before such alionacon and the said alien- 
acon entored upon record either in tho Provinciall Court or in 
the County Court where the land lyeth within one month next 
after such alienacon the said alienacon shall be void and of no 
effect. Given at London under our greater seal at armes this 
tonth day of July Anno Domini one thousand seventeen hundred 
and one. 

C. Baltemore. 


This Lord Baltimore was Governor of Maryland continuously 
from 1660 to 1688. Most of the time he was resident in the col- 
ony. He went to England in 1684 and by some it has been supposed 
that he never returned. However, in the diary of John Richard- 
son, Quaker preacher, who was at the annual meeting at Treadhaven 
in 1701, there is a record of the attendance at the meeting of 
‘74114am Pent, Lord Baltimore and his Lady, with their retinue." 


Mr. Richardson records that Lady Baltimore was a "notable, 
wise, and withal courteously carriaged woman." She expressed her- 
self as much disappointed at arriving late, as she had wanted to 
hear some of the shoemakers and husbandmen preach. 


Seeing that Charles, the third Lord Baltimore, had four 
wives, we will make an effort to date this one. The first wife, 
who came with him to Maryland, was Ann Darnall, a cousin of the 
Land Commissioner, Henry Darnall. She is supposed to have died 
in childbirth not long after their arrival in Maryland. The 
second wife, Jane Low: Sewall, widow of Henry, died in Janu-_. 
ary... L700. The wife who so attracted Mr. Richardson must then 
have been the third wife, Mary Bankes, a widow of one Thorpe, of 
Welnick, in Yorkshire. She was buried March 17, 1710. The 
fourth wife, Margaret, daughter of Hon. Thomas Charlton, survived 
her husband. 


It would appear, then, that Lord Baltimore was in Maryland 
with his third wife the same year the grant was made to Charles 
Calvert Lazenby, "in consideration of affection, etc." Portland 
Manor, in which the grant lay, is about 20 miles from Annapolis, 
near St, James Church, where Henry Lazenby was warden in 1705. 

Tt had originally been surveyed in part for Jerome White, survey- 
or of the province, but the title had lapsed, and in the rent 
rolls of the Province for 1705 its dimensions are given thus: 


Widow Talbot ~~ 500 acres 

Henry Darnall-- 1,090 acres 

Henry Lazenby for Charles Calvert Lazenby - 1,000 acres 
Lord Baltimore - 132 acres. 


St. James Church, Herring Creek Parish, still stands on 
the original site, a few miles from the road leading from Upper 
Marlborough to Annapolis. 


On September 9, 1709, having held his grant for eight 
years, Charles Calvert Lazenby sold it to Henry Darnall, land 
comuissioner of Maryland, for 700 pounds. Charles Calvert 
Lazenby is describod in tho conveyance as "of the Parish of St, 
James, Westminster, in ye County of Middlesex, Gent," 


Witnesses to the transaction were John Hyde, Thomas Sprigg, 
Joseph Belt and Edward Diggs. 


This is followed on the records by a memorandum of July 10, 
1716, in which Robert Bradley, one of the justices of the provin- 
cial court, notes that William Holland, one of the attorneys of 
Charles Calvert Lazenby, pursuant to a power of attorney given 
him by Charles Calvert Lazenby dated September 10, 1709, ac- 
knowledges a deed of release. Samuel Chew and Richard Harrison, 
merchant, were at’torneys with William Holland. 


Also on September 10, 1709, in pursuance of a decd of con- 
veyance and release, Charles Calvert Lazenby sold for 300 pcunds 


to Henry Darnall twelve negro men, women and children unon the 
plantation, "together with all beds, pots, pans, and other tools 
whatsoever to the said negroes belonging or appertaining, and all 
other negro children, and about thirty heed of black cattle and 
all. other cattle whatsoever to said plantation belonsing or 
apportyining and all corn, tobacco and other things whatwocver 
growing or to grow upon the said plantation and every part there- 
ov, To hold the same to the said Honry Darnall.” 


William Holland, Samuel Chew, and Richard Harrison, mer- 
chant, have power of attorney in this 1 ge Ain sg to EB aw es wy ea Be Penge 
L710, they report: "On this day wo acknowledge receipt of bills 
of exchange for the sum of 250 pounds sterling payable to the 
said Charles Calvert Lazenby; also bill of exchange for fifty. 
pounds storling payable to Henry Lazenby, and drawn by the said 
Henry Darnall on Mr. John Ilyde, Merchant of London, and bearing 
even datc herewith." 


HENRY LAZENBY I 


Henry Lazenby, who apparently managed the land grant for 
Charles Calvert Lazenby, and who received one-sixth of the sale 
price of the personal property in the transfer of 1710, remained 
in Maryland until his death, May 6, 1723. (Records of St. Ann's 
Church, Annapolis. ) ; 


Other records of this Henry Lazenby are at St. James 
Church, Herring Creek Parish. This church may be reached from 
Washington by motor along the Upper Marlborough-Annapolis road 
by turning off at Mt. Zion, about 27 miles from Washington. 
Near the Church is the ridge, or watershed, referred to in the 
land grant. 


St. James Church was organized in 1692. In 1705 "Mr. 
Henry Lazenbie" is warden. The vestry met at his hase June 5, 
1705. This house was doubtless on the farm in Portland Manor. 


In March, 1707, the Assembly of the Palatinate established 
‘a commission to lay out new towns, of which Henry Lazenby was a 
member. ; 


In 1720, upon the arrival in Maryland of Charles Calvert, 
as Governor, Henry Lazenby was appointed High Sheriff of Ann 
Arundell County, a post which he retained until his death three 
years later. This Charles Calvert was a cousin of some degree 
of Charles Calvert, then fifth Lord Baltimore. 


In St. Ann's Church Register is an entry to this effect: 
"August 8, 1722, Died Madam Margaret Lasenby, aunt to our pres- 
ent Governor, Charles Calvert, Esq." 


This relationship has agitated genealogists of the Calvert 
family, but it has never been clarified. Governor Calvert was a 
lieutenant with the rank of captain in the Royal Footguards when 
his relative, Lord Baltimore, decided to send him to Maryland as 
Governor. In contemporary correspondence he is referred to as a 
cousin. Governor Calvert's appointment as ensign in the Regiment 
of Footguards was on November 27, 1709, the same autumn that 
Charles Calvert Lazenby disposed of his land grant. This has led 
to conjecture that they were identical, for which there seems to 
be no substantial support. All that is at present known of the 
Governor's parentage is that his mother's name wes Henrietta, 
sometimes referred to as "The Countess," in family correspond- 
ence, and that she journeyed to Maryland with Alicia Arnold Ross 
in the autumn of 1723, and died there before 1728. 


Henry Lazenby, in his capacity as High Sheriff, presented 
to the Maryland Assembly, Feb. 21, 1721, a petition, endorsed by 
the Governor, for a "better prison or conveniency for debtors 
and criminals. 


" 


The absence of household stuff in the inventory of Henry 
Lazenby's personal estate, dated August 10, 1723, indicates that 
he was either a bachelor or 2 widower. Reference is made to an 
Old steel mill, two horses, a saddle and a servant boy having 
five months to serve, his freedom dues unpaid. The inventory is 
Signed by Charles Calvert, Samuel Beall, and D. Dulaney. 


Tradition of a Henry Lazenby who lived in the Sandy 
Spring neighborhood of Montgomery County, Maryland, has been 
noted by Mr. William Francis Lazenby, last of the name to live 
in the old brick house on the Colesville-Brookville rosd ei This 
wes in some family papers shown me by his daughter, Mrs. Clara 
Gisscl, of Silver Spring, Md. This is the same locality in which 
Robert Lazenby I bought a farm, Wolf's Den, one month before 
Henry Lazenby died. 


Another Lazenby of that section and period, indicating 
that he belongs to the same group, is John, whose death is re- 
corded at St. Ann's, Annapolis, August 14, 1718. 
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ROBERT LAZENBY I 


This Robert Lazenby first appears in Maryland records 
when he witnessed the will of John Rankin, of Ann Arundell 
County, Dec. 26, 1715. Without dabt, from him most of the 
Lazenbys in the United States are descended, for his two sons, 
Robert and Henry; had large families. 


Robert Lazenby's wife's name was Ann. 
Certain record of his two sons exists: 


1. The possession by Robert Lazenby II of his father's 
farm, Wolfts Den, as appears later, indicates that he was the 
oldest surviving son. 


2. St. James Parish register contains the record of the 
birth, in July, 1721, of Henry, son of Robert and Ann LaZenby. 


On April 24, 1723, there is recorded (Liber 1, folio 400, 
Prince George County Land Records) the purchase of a tract of 
land by this Robert Lazenby. 


An abstract of the deed follows: This indenture, made 
the twenty-sixth of March, in the year of our Lord seventeen hun- 
dred and twonty-three,.and in the ninth year of the reign of our 
Sovereign Lord George by the grace of God of Great Britain, 
France and Ireland Defender of the Faith, between William Beall, 
of Prince George County, in the Province of Maryland, Planter, of 
the one part, and Robert Lasinbey, of the county and province 
aforescid, Planter, “/itnesseth that the said William Beall for 
and in consideration of the sum of thirty-two pounds sterling in 
hand already Paid Hath given, granted, etc., all that tract or 
parcel, of dandrcalled Wolf's Den, etc., 217 acres, etc. 


The surveys at Annapolis show that Wolf's Den was first 
surveyed August 6, 1718, for William Beall, beginning at a 
bounded oak standing on the east side of the Northwest Branch of 
the kastern Branch, in an angle of the branch. Living on the 
surveyed tract then were Ignatius Perry, 100 acres, and Robert 
Lazenby, £17 acres. 


The same land is recorded in Frederick County, formed 
L749, by Robert Lazenby II, on May 5, 1753. 


Robert Lazenby I died about a year after the purchase of 
the land. His inventory, necorded at Annapolis, is dated October 
19, 172%, and is signed by Samuel Griffith ond Henry Cole. fnn 
Lazenby, his administratrix, settled his personal estate July 24, 
1725. Thisiwas in Calvert County. 


ROBERT LAZENBY IT 


The will of Robert Lazenby (of Robert), Planter, recorded 
at Rockville, Maryland, is dated March 3, 1765, and probated 
wane 14, 1785. 


He was in possession of the farm bought by Robert Lazenby 
I. He bequeathed one-third of the reel estate, including house 
and orchard, and one-tenth of his personal estate, a child's 
share, to his second wife, Martha (Brewer) Cdell, whom he mar- 
ried when both of their large families were well grown. All 
land was to be sold within a twelvemonth, and the money divided 
equally among his nine children. 


Robert Lazenby's first wife, and the mother of his child- 
ren, was Lucy Harding, daughter of John and Blisabeth Harding, 
of Frederick County. In the will of John Harding, 1756, and in 
that of .his widow Hlizabeth, 1768, reference is made.to their 
daughter Lucy.

On May 13, 1785, at the request of his children and 
Thomas Cdcll, a stepson, Robert Lazenby made a distribution of 
his personal property, recording it in ten separate decds of 
gift. The current tobacco crop wont to Joshua, Robert and John, 
tho first named rocoiving 4,900 pounds to 1,000 for tho other 
two, perhaps in recognition of his marriage that summer. Anne 
Jones received the sheep. 
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It seems evident that after making these deeds of gift 
"in consideration of love, good will and affection and five shil- 
lings" Robert Lazenby soon died, since one month later his will 
was probated, the second wife making exception and claiming one- 
third of the personal as well as the real estate. 


The family of the first wife, ‘Lucy Harding, was active in 
Rock Beeek Church. There is an- entry by Jchn Lazenby, executor, 
in. the settloment of Robert Lazenby's estate: Pach rks (a O00 
Paid Trustees of Rock Creek Chapel." The Parish records of that 
date have been destroyed, and it is not possible to tell where 
Robert Lazenby and his wife Lucy are buried. There is a family 
burying ground on the old farm at Lay Hill. 


The inventory of Robert Lazenby's undeavised personal prop- 
erty, appraised July 1, 1785, amounted to 286 pounds. The exec- 
utor, John Lazenby, passed final account Cctober 9, 1787, pay- 
ments having been made to the widow, Martha Lazenby, Thomas 
Cdell and all the children except Ann Jones, Elias and Joshua. 
The last two are i:nown to have been in Georgia and North Caro- 
lina, respectively, at that date. 


Then on October 22, 1787, came the sale of the farm, by 
"John Lazenby, Planter," and his wife Deborah, for 297 pounds, 
to Samuel Bonifield, described as “a tract of land called Wolf's 
Den." %mn November 21, 1787, Martha Lasenby sold her dower 
rights to Samuel BKonifield for 190 pounds. 


Today, in 1938, the farm is in the possession of the same 
family; spelled Bonifant. Samuel Bonnifield went to Randolph 
County, W. Va. where for many years he was Sheriff. 


Robert Lazenby II is recorded with the colonial militia 
of Prince George County in 1748, along with his brother Henry. 


NOTE: On the breesy and colorful afternoon of October 26, 
1938, Iwent to the site of the old Lazenby place, "Wolf's ven," 
whence the nine children of Robert Lazenby II migrated so many 
years before, The country, rolling and naturally beautiful, was 
enchanting in the autumn sunshine. The site is on a short ridge 
and overlooks a wide expanse, dotted now with villages, wherein, 
in the migrant's day, there must have been only the smoke from 
an occasional chimney. 


All that is left of the old graveyard is a patch of hcney- 
suckle, massed over smothered undergrowth, with a cedar tree as 
sentinel. Many white flint stones and some iris are beneath. 

A wild grapevine festooned its full bunches of ripened grapes 
against the honeysuckle background. 


An old house, with thick, hand-hewn logs in its foundation, 
was falling into decay about a hundred yards from the graves.

In a letter from Mr, RKobert.R. Lazenby, of Redford, Va., 
dated Jan, 3, 1929, he says: "My grandfather, Edward Lacenby, had 
two brothers, John and Resin, who lived in Redford County, and one 
brother, Robert, who went. west."

In the Federal census of 1820, side by side with Robert 
Lasenby (Robert-Robert-Robert) in Davidson County, Tenn., was 
Alexander Lazenby. Very probably he was the Alexander Lazenby, Jr., 
of the 18190 census of Bedford County, Va. Whether he was a son of 
Robert or of Alexander (Robert-Robert) it seems impossible now to 
discover. I have never been able to learn what became of Alexander 
Lazenby, one of the seven sons of Robert Lazenby II, beyone a tra- 
dition that two of the sons went to Virginia. 


In De.vidson County, (Tennessee), records we find that 
Alexander Lazenby bought a farm on the Little Harpeth River, in 
i827. This farm lay partly in Williamson County.

Elias, son of Robert and Lucy Harding Lazenby, was born, according 
to the Bible record of his descendants in Georgia, on March 18, 1752. 
The name Elias appears often among the descendants of his brothers and 
himself, and doubtless originated from his mother's brother, Elias 
ee?” of Montgomery County, Maryland. Elias Lazenby died July 31, 


Elias was an ensign in the Maryland Revolutionary troops (Vol. 
11, p.520, Maryland State Archives). His entry of land in Richmond 
County, Georgia, is dated June 3, 1786. Columbia County was formed 
from Richmond in 1793, and it is in this county that the early history 
of the Elias Lazenby family in Georgia centers. 


Elias Lazenby married Martha Jones (Nov. 30, 1759-April 19, 1815) 
probably about the year 1778. The will of Samuel Jones, on record at 
Upper Marlborough, Maryland, speaks of daughters Martha and Deborah, 
and from family names it appears at least possible that the wives of 
John and Elias Lazenby were sisters and daughters of Samuel Jones.

In the census of 1860 the family 
appears thus:

In the census of 1870 Adams Lazenby does not appear. His son John 
has moved to County Line where he is in charge of a grist mill. He is 
married to a wife named Mary, and has a child named Lulu, not quite a 
year old. The mother and five daughters appear to be living near by. 
One of the daughters married Robert Keller. All of the family of Adams 
Lazenby was born in North Carolina, except Jane, who was born in 
Georgia. 


Another son or grandson of Henry and Elinor Baggerly Lazenby is 
thought to have been Marshall Lazenby. He appears in the 1870 census, 
with a wife, one son named Marshall, and four daughters: Margaret, 
Jane, Mattie and Ida, with ages from 10 to 24. The father, Marshall 
Lazenby, is aged 54, 


A family living in the Bethany neighborhood in 1860 can not be 
identificd with cither Thomas or Joshua Lazenby descendants, so they 
must belong to the Henry and Elinor line:

JOSHUA LAZENBY 
(Robert-Kohurt). 


Joshua Lazenby, son of Robert and Lucy Harding Lazenby, was 
born on his fatherts farm, on the Northwest Branch, near Layhill, 
Maryland, in 1759. This was in Prince Goorges County whon 
Joshuats grandfather Robert bought it in 1725, but foll in Fred- 
erick County in 1749, and in Montgomery County in 1776. 


The first glimpse we havo of the youth of Joshua Lazenby 
is in tho ponsion application of Daniel Lewis, when the law of 
1832 grented $20 a TAY to privates. Joshua Lazenby is one of 
the witnesses to the epplication, and adds that he was in Fred- 
erick, Neryland,;to seo his brothers Henry end Alexander go off with 
the Flying Camp, and he remenbered Danicl Lewis was with then. 
The attorney who drew up the pension application states it thus: 
“Joshua Lazenby further says that he saw Daniel Lewis at the 
time he marched off in the Flying Camp and was his neighbor and 
knew him after his return from the service.,' 


‘Joshua was only seventeen that year, but the next year, in 
1777, he, too, joined the forces of the Revolution. His name 
appears in the list of Montgomery County militia on file in 
the Maryland Historical Society. He belonged to Co. I, 29th 
lower battalion, whose colonel was John Murdock, 


It is a singular thing that of the seven sons of Robert 


Lazenby, all belonging to the Montgomery County militia, Joshua 


is the only one who applied for a pangeen s though most, if not 
all of them, wore still living in 183 It is more singular 
that his application should have pares made out, witnessed by 
Daniel Lewis, and then left unfinished to cane down through the 
hands of his descendants, one of whom, nearly a hundred years 
later, handed it over to the Pension Office for safe keeping. 


The summer of 1777, when Joshua Lazenby served in the 
Marylend Flying Camp, Howets flcet was in the Chesapeaks, near 
the Chester River. Joshua says ho marcned with his company 
towards Philadelphia and in a place called White Horse they had 
a ‘gmart skirmish." When his six months were up he returned to 
Maryland, his health not being good, 


Joshua Lazenby shared in his father's will with his six 
brothers and two sisters and a step-brother, Thomas Odell. He 
recoived a liberal portion of the tobacco crop (the cquivalent 
of moncy in 1785), a horse and a slave. Six months later he was 
in Rowan, now Iredell County, North Caroline, with his newly 
married wife Keziah, In the fanily papers that have come down 
4s a note signed by him for the payment of money to Thomas Bell, 
which is witnossed by David Bexll, ‘his was in December 17865. 
David Beall had married Joshuats stonesister, Rachel Odell, 
and there is a tradition that Yhoumas Bell was the brother of 
Keziah, Joshuats wife. The money to be paid Thomas Bell wes 
obviously a balance on tho land bought from him, which is re- 
corded in 1792. ‘here wore 200 acres, and on this farm Joshua 
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and his wife died. It passed into’the hands of his son Henry, 
and from him to Henry's son Robert, and it wa s only in the 
fourth generation that the farm became alienated from the fam- 
iiy. It is located on White 02k Brench, and not distant from 
the farms on Fifth Creck of his two brothers, Thomas and Henry, 
and his sister, Hlizabeth Ferrell. 


The land which Thomas Bell sold became his on the death of 
William Reall, who patented it in 1780. (Sec land records at 
Salisbury). Curiously, it was froma grant to an carlicr 
Williain Boall in Maryland that Robert Lazenby I had bought 
Wolfts Dens; 3. 60. that William Beall who married Elizabeth 
Magruder, widow of Ninoan Beall 2d, and whose daughter Elizabeth 

ad married Joshua's maternal uncle, Elias Harding, Tho White 
Oak Branch farm which Thomas and Jane Bell sold to Joshua Lazen- 
by lay near the South Yadkin River and was contiguous to the 
farns of David Boall, Zachariah Summers, Ninean Stecl and John 
A»chibald. 


Five sons wero born to Joshua and Keziah Lazenby, of whom 
four grew to manhood. All except James have headstones in the 
Lewis graveyard, near Fifth Creek, and the inscriptions follow: 


Robert Lazenby; born June 24, 178@. Died August 20, 1828, 
Joshua Lazenby, died 1793, aged 4 years. 


Resin (Reason) Lazenby, born 1795. Died (unmarried) 1856. 
Henry Lazenby, born 1797. Died 1870. 


The second son, James, was born Nov. 9, 1789. There is 
no heaistone for James, if he is buried there, but adult graves, 
seemingly, arc unmarked between Joshua Lazenby and James! little 
daughter, Polly, who "died Nov. 17, 1823, aged 13 years." Her 
mother's name also was Polly. 


Joshua ‘Lazenby died September 2, 1840, His wife Keziah 
died Jan. 5, 1826, “in her "Srd year." His will is dated six 
days before his death and in it he makes the following bequests: 
To his son Rezin his negro man Joseph, bed and bedstead, fur- 
niture of his own choice of all in the house; also first choice 
of "horse beast," his son Henry choosing alternately until 
they had two each. His wagon and gears for four horses were to 
be divided equally between Rezin and Henry. Also to RezZin went 
@ cow and calf, a gow and pigs of his choice, one-half the 
dresser furniture, his rifle, gun and a walnut table. To Henry 
he left the farm and the other half of the furniture. To his 
son James he left two dollars. Robert had been doad a dozen 
years, The remainder of the property was to be sold at public 
sale and after the payment of debts and the erection of a tomb- 
stone tho procecds were to bo divided equally between the chiid~ 
ron of Robert and James. Rezin and Henry were the executors of 
the will, which was witnesscd by John and Honry Stecol. There 
romnaing ‘in the family papers » roccipt, in 1847, of John M, 
Lazenby, &@ son of Robert, for his share, which was $27.38. 


ROBHRT LAZENBY 
(Joshua-Robert-Robert ) 


Robert, son of Joshua and Keziah Lazenby, was born on the 
White Oak Branch farm of his father in Ired61l1 County, North 
Carolina, June 24, 1786, and died August 20, 1828. He was the 
oldest child of his parents. 


In the matter of education his exercise books, still among 
the family papers, show careful instruction. His handwriting 
is particulariv beautiful. 


In 1806, when he was not quite twenty-one, he made a deed 
of land which was to become his by inheritance to Benjamin 
Baggerly, but this deed was not recorded. 


Robert Lazenby received a commission as captain in tho 
War of 1812, which was among the family papers. This is dated 
May 21, 1814. Down around the old Muster Spring on White Oak 
Branch the old Revolutioners must have had considerable fun 
that summer, drilling the youngsters for service. 


The previous year Robert Lazenby had tried his hand at 
school teaching. ‘His "articles of agreement" propose to "teach 
an linglish school, for the term of one year, for the sum of 
fifty pounds, the number of scholars not to exceed twenty-five." 
He will teach five deys in each weels which may be some times 
varied if necessary business should interfere, but in general 
these would be the first five working days in the week, with 
"his boarding found him." The subscribers to these ‘articles" 
wero:

On April 4, 1814, Robert Lazenby made agreement with 
Libetious Gaither for cultivating for the coming sonson the 
form on which the lattor lived. The deod riving him title to 
the farn was recorded July 29, 1814, and he lived on it the 
rest of his life. It is on the south side of the South Yadlin 
River, below the mouth of Kocky Creek, and was still owned in 
1953 by a preaterranddourhtecr. 
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Robert Lazenby continued to vary farming with school teach- 
ing. During 1814 practically the same agreement held with his 
patrons, who ere as follows:

Twenty-three pupils were subscribed. Om the back of the 
document is written: "We the subscribers of Bethany School 
have formed in league that if the following inen viz. George 
White, klias Lazenby, Thomas Lazenby, John Farrell, will sub- 
scribe to this school before Monday well and good. Otherwise 
the school is now closed and all others excluded. Done at 
Bethany the 7th of February, 1815." 


On Pebruary 15, 1816, Robert Lazenby married Margery Lewis, 
Oldest daughter of Denicl and Elizabeth Belt Lewis. There is a 
ten-year interval when his farm and his family kept him from 
his school work, so far as we know, though the census of 1820 
distinguishes him from his two cousins Robert by adding "S Mm" 
(Schoolmaster) after his name. 


On November 22, 1826, we have a contract for a three- 
months term, in a schoolhouse on Mr. S, Ward's place. He had 
children of his own then to teach, his daughter Venelia being 
ten and his son Daniel seven. ‘The terms for this school were 
po6, With the privilege of teaching his own children. Tho 
subscribors wero: .

This was the last term, for the Following August Robert 
Lazenby died. We is buried in the Lewis Graveyard, near Fifth 
Creek. This old graveyard was started on the land of Robert 
Lazenby's father-in-law, Daniel Lewis, who bought his farm from 
Prior Smallwood Roboy. Margery (Wate ops ) Lewis, Daniel Lewis! 
first wife whom he merried in Maryland in 1777, was the first 
person buried there, in 1789, after which it hecame a burving 
ground for surrounding families who had come from Maryland, 

In the settlement of the Lewis estate the farm was bought by 
Aeneas Swann, and in the division of his estate it fell to his 
son Carmi, whe went to Iowa, and sold the farm to Columbus 
Smuers, Mr. Summers, on his death, decded the burying ground 
to New ilope Church. , 


Margery Lewis Lazenby, FRobertts widow, with her eldest 
son Daniel, aged 6leven when his father died, curried on at the 
homestead, until in her old age snus went to live ‘vith her young- 
est daughtor, Mrs. Charlos W. Kesior, and there she died Febru- 
ary 12, 1881, aged 89. She is buried at New Hope Church, aye 
mas Widl, sienedetnerday beforesnesdied,:.or on August 19; 1923, 
Rebert Lazenby named his wifes and her uncle, ehomas Belt, as 
executors, and the noxt year she and her young family had the 
further misfortune to lose this uncle. Witnesses to his will 
were his brother, James Lazenby, and Elam Lovelace, who had 
married Margory Lewis Lazenby!s sister, Elizabeth. 


The headstone of Robert Lazenby has this inscription: 
"Sacred to the memory of Robert Lazenby, who departed this 
life August 20, 1828.

Daniel Orlando, son of Robert and Margery Lewis Lazenby, 
was born June 27, I819. He was married on June 1, 1858, to 
Elinor Graham Knox, daughter of William and Jane (Niblock) Knox. 
The ceremony was performed by Rev. R. H. Griffith and took place 
at the home of the bride. 


Upon the death of his father when he was eleven, Daniel 
Lazenby began early to assume the responsibilities of a man in 
helping his mother with the farm. In years he and his brother, 
John Milford Lazenby, added to the farm and were industrious and 
thrifty men. He took part in civic affairs and among his papers 
was found a commission as second lieutenant in the 52a North 
Carolina Regiment of militia, signed by Governor Morehead in 
February, 1842. On June 26, 1864, just ten days after the birth 
of his daughter Laura, he registered as a soldier in the Confed- 
eracy. As he would be 45 years old the following day, he was 
assigned to the Home Guard, and saw service in Burke County. On 
May 27, 1865, he was permitted to return to hig home under parole. 
He was active in New Hope Church, which hig great-grandfather, 
Thomas Belt, was active in founding. He died Jan. Dear LOG . 

His wife, Ellen, as she was commonly called, survived him until 
July 22, 1906. She was born October 20, 185e%

"I saw her often under hard conditions," wrote another who 
was much with her in her last illness, "and have a great admiration 
for the example she gave of courage and fortitude under great trials; 
of cheerfulness, patience and good sense in endeavoring to meet hard 
conditions."

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Joshua Leroy, son of Robert and Margery Lewis Lazenby, was born 
January 30, 1821. He married Nancy, daughter of John C. and Rebecca 
(Baggerly) Summers, in 1842, He lived to a ripe old age, on a farm 
adjoining that of his brother Daniel, and like him, suffered from 
rheumatism in his old age. Joshua Lazenby, in addition to being a farmer 
had talent as a carpenter, and he was not enlisted as a soldier of the 
Confederacy because it was believed that his work as a wagon builder, in 
the shop ot Milas Bailey, near Turnersburg, was more useful to the coun- 
try than bearing arms. The children of Joshua and Nancy Lazenby were:

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Keziah Elizabeth, youngest child of Robert ana Margery Lewis Lazerby. 
was born August 19, 1827. She died in 1881. On December 23, 1856, she 
married Charles Washington Kesler. farmer, nurseryman and mineralogist. 
He was born Feb. 11, 1829, and died in June, 1914. 

They had the followin;; children; 

1. Rev. Martin Luther Kesler. Born August 25, 1858. Died suddenly 
in a motor accident August 19, 1932. He married Ethel srowne, 
of South Carolina, Sept.14, 1892. They had three sons: Martin 
Luther, Jr., John and Courtney. 

After serving as pastor of the Baptist Church at Laurinburg, 
N.C., and elsewhere, Mr. Kesler became General Mana;er of the 
Mills Home, an orphanage at Thomasville, N.C., where he 
remained twenty-seven years It was on his return from his 
last trip in behalf of the Home that he met death, by colli-= 
sion of his car with a train, almost within sight of his home. 
Cr his notable service at the Home, his college mate, Bernard 
W. Spilman. wrote thus: ‘Every child on that campus knew who 
was Master. Every staff worker knew who was head there. He 
rarely consulted any one about policies in orphanage work. 

He used his judgment and issued orders... . 

‘We (the trustees) worked out the problems, passed resolutions 
anc issued orders, ‘When we were gone he went over all these 
carefully. Those which he liked he Obeyed. To those which he 
Qisliked he paid not the slightest attention. And this in full 
view of the fact that the two preceding General Managers had 
both retired from their positions because they were not willing 
to do what the trustees instructed them to do. “yepae 

He remained twenty-seven years, elected every year by a hearty, 
unanimous vote because every man on the Board knew thet he 
knew more about orphanage work than all of us put together, 
and he loved the work he was doing with a passionate love. He 
hed a gentle, tender heart." 

2. John Louis Kesler. Born July 20, 1861. Married Kate Hayes, of 
lilssouri, Nov. 5, 1894. He was long a professor at Baylor 
University and in the School of Religion at Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity. He has specialized in biology. The long list of hig 
scholastic honors is enumerated in "thho's Who," Kate Hayes 
Kesler died in 1940, They have one daughter, Margaret, born 
October 5, 1895, who graduated with the degree of A.B. from 
Baylor University in 1917; graduated in piano, 1918. Taught 
in High School at Waco, Texas, 1918-1921. Graduated with the 
degree of M.A. from Peabody College, 1923; taught in Ward- 
Eelmont, 1923-1924; Professor of Biology in Coker College 
1924-1926; graduated with the degree of M.D. from the Vander- 
bilt School of Medicine, 1930. Since then she has been reci- 
dent physician at Upland Sanatorium, near Crossland, Tennessee. 
On December 16, 1934, she married Gordell Hull Stewart, and 
they have a daughter named Mary Catherine, born Jan.18,1938. 

5. Minnie May Kesler was born May 2, 1863, and died after a long 
invalidism at Laurinburg, N.C., in 1895, 

4, Mary Elizabeth Kesler was born July 27, 1868, and died as the 
result of a motor accident at Statesville August 28, 1935.

Oo, Margery Kesler was born Sept. 21, 1870. She was educated at 
Meredith College and Columbia University. She married J. C. 
Thomson June 12, 1910, and lived in Montana until his death, 
June 7, 1931, since which she hag lived at the Old home, now 
Owned by the family of Martin Luther Kesler, and with her 
brother John at Nashville. 


JAMES LAZENBY 
(Joshua - Robert - Robert.) 


James, son of Joshua and Keziah Lazenby, was born November 
9, 1789. He is said to have lived near Weisner, in Iredell County. 


In an old newspaper James Lazenby appears with a political 
group opposing the policies of Andrew Jackson. This appears to be 
tn line with the political leanings of the Lazenbys generally, 
whose Jeffersonian affiliations did not carry over to Jackson. 
They were Whigs until the Civil War placed nearly all of the 
Southern ones definitely in the Democratic column. This is not to 
say that they were eager for the war. There is evidence that some 
of the Tennesseans and at least one Georgian, while doing their 
duty as soldiers, were against the war in principle. 


In Lewis graveyard is the gravestone of James Lazenby's 
little daughter Keziah, "daughter of James and Polly Lazenby, " 
who died November 17, 1823, aged 13 years, 28 days. Two unmarked 
adult graves are beside her. 


In Bethany Church records is account of the dismissal of 
James Lazenby, "father of Margaret Amanda Lazenby," in 1835, to 
go with Thomas and Sarah Lazenby to Illinois. There is account of 
two of Jemes Lazenby's children in Montgomery County, Illinois: 


1. Carmi C. Lazenby, who appears in the Montgomery County 
census of 1860, aged 50 years. A letter from G. S. Lazenby, 
Coffeen, Illinois, dated Jan. 3, 1928, says: "My father's name 
was Carmi C. Lazenby. He came from North Carolina about 1834, 
when he was about four years old, and spent most of his life on 
a farm near Hillsboro, Illinois. On December 7, 1871, he married 
Miss Mary Smith, of Litchfield, Illinois." 


<. Margaret Amanda Lazenby married Levi H. Thom. They 
came back to North Carolina on a visit in 1856, the year that 
Aezin Lazenby, uncle of Mrs. Thom, died intestate and unmarried. 
In the sttlement of his estate L. H. Thom and his wife, Margaret 
A. Thom, appear as heirs. L. H. Thom signs as attorney for 
Solomon C. Lazenby, of Montgomery County, Illinois, guardian of 
Amanda 8. Finley. 


Throwing some light on their lives in Illinois is a letter 
from Levi H. Thom to his wife's cougsin, Daniel 0. Lazenby, Oak 
forest, Iredell County, North Carolina. The letter is dated at 
daveland, Illinois, February 12, 1857, and mailed at Hillsboro, 
February 14. This ig soon after their return from North Carolina, 
but in the meantime his wife, Margaret Amanda, had died. There 
was a daughter, Mary, who married a Wagner. Levi H. Thom married 
a second time and left a widow, Ruhemah Thom, when he died on 
July 15, 1874. Extracts from the letter referred to follow: 


"Cousin John's (John Milfora Lazenby) letter came to hand in 
in good time and was a welcome visitant for we are always glad to 
hear from all our friends at any time, particularly when we hear o 
of their health and prosperity, but we have so much trouble to 
write of late that I hardly know how to write a letter, for I feel 
very lonely and desolate. I suppose you have heard of Carmi's 
dreadful accident as Mary says she wrote to some of the neighbors, 
The particulars are these. Mr. Leach, who lived on our place for 
the last two years, was moving across the prairie about four miler 
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where he had bought land. He had taken his family over on Monday, 
January 65. On Tuesday he came back, when Carmi went with him 
to help drive his cattle, etc., and took his gun to have a hunt. 
On Wednesday they were around until noon when they ate their 
dinner to start back. They went to the stable and Carmi laid his 
his gun in the wagon, geared up the team, and drove out of the 
lot and was making ready to start when he reached in at about 
arm's length and took hold of the gun by the muzzle to draw it 
towards him, when it went off, discharging the load into the 
heart of his hand, ranging up the arm, tearing the upper part of 
the hand and wrist literally to pieces. Mr. Leach came immedi- 
ately for me, starting some person for the doctor on his way 
across. I went directly to him. He was in great pain, his hand 
rolled in a bundle or rags. We did what we could for his comfort 
but did not dare open it till the Doctor came and when he came it 
was late and he could do nothing except to give him something to 
ease his pain that night. The arm was cut off the next day about 
halfway from the wrist to the elbow. It has been five weeks 
since and it has been doing very well and is healing but it will 
be some time before it will be well. We moved him home the 
second week. 


"I had to bring Mary home from school and we are getting 
along rather poorly. I had to be exposed a great deal going 
back and forth and up and out at all hours of the night till I 
took chills and have been suffering every third evening since, 
Just as I was on the road to North Carolina and for some time 
after I got to Iredell. We have had a very severe winter. They 
say it has not been so cold as last winter but there has been but 
little snow and the ground has been frozen a great deal deeper 
and we have had a number of changes and any amount of mud. It 
was the coldest weather we have had about the time Carmi was 
hurt so you may know I had a rough time crossing the prairie 
both day and night. 


"Carmi came to our house last fall. He had been working 
for one man for two summers. . . I proposed to help him buy a 
piece of land. . . How he is going to get along I don't know... 
He wants to go to North Carolina. I want you to confer with 
Uncle Henry and send him the best advice you can. It is his 
right hand that is off. 


"Our hard winter after the worms in the fall ig threatening 
to destroy our wheat crop almost entirely. Whether we will make 
anything or not is very doubtful. Corn ig plenty and is worth 
5O cents a bushel. Seed oats is very scarce and is thought will 
sell for fity cents per bushel. I have been at home most of 
the time this winter and have but little country news. Our 
railroad is doing a driving business, and they are talking of 
laying another track upon it. Pork sola for $5.00 per cwt. at 
home this winter and I believe for $7.00 at the river." 


REZIN LAZENBY. 
(Joshua - Robert - Robert.) 


Rezin, son of Joshua and Keziah Lazenby, was bron in 1793 
and died unmarried in 1856. He never left the old homestead, 
and continued to live there with his brother Henry after Joshua 
Lazenby died. He is buried in the Lewis graveyard.

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American Lazenbys Who are Not Descendants 
of Robert Lazenby I, of Maryland, 


In New York State. 


Into Ontario County, about the middle of the nineteenth 
century, came a group of Lazenbys from Yorkshire. There were 
two brothers, Charles and John, They had left at Leven, near 
‘Hull, a brother William,two of whose sons, half brothers, came 
to Ontario County. These were Herbert and William. 


Charles and Isabella Lazenby 
These became naturalized and had two children: 


1. William Rane Lazenby, who became Professor of Forestry 
in Ohio State University. He had a daughter Elusina. 
2. Mary Lazenby who married Huie. Descendants are 
in Ontario County. 


Charles Lazenby died June 12, 1905, and his wife Isabella 
died May 7, 1899,

In Indiana 


I quote from a letter of Migs Bernice Lazenby, a high 
school teacher of Coldwater, Mich. 


"Thomas Lazenby was born and lived in Yorkshire, England, 
near the little village of Lazenby, until about 1830, when he 
came to America. Before coming he married Frances Cook, also 
of Yorkshire, and they came directly to a farm near Lima (now 
Howe), Indiana, where they lived their entire lives,"

In Michigan. 


A family of Lazenbys came to Michigan about the middle of 
the nineteenth century, which was also from Yorkshire. This 
family is represented by Charles D. Lazenby, author of "Basic 
Bookkeeping and Accounting," 1928. 


In Utah 


Lazenbys from Hull came to Sigurd, Utah, shortly after 
the Civil War, and a descendant, Mrs. Bertha Lazenby Colby, was 
living there in 1938. 


In New York City. 


John B. Lazenby, an attorney, and his sister Elizabeth, 
author of "Ireland - a Catspaw," are children of Rev. Albert 
Lazenby, who came to a parish in Chicago in 1899. He was a 
prominent Unitarian clergyman, whose father managed John Bright's 
campaigns in the native Yorkshire country. In 1905 they moved 
to Lynn, Mass., md then to Boston, later coming to New York, 
after the death of Rev. Albert Lazenby. His widow died in 
New York City in the autumn of 1938. 

Rev. Albert Lazenby was born in 1852. He edited a book 
called "Tides of the Spirit; Selections from the Writings of 
James Martineau." 


The Lisenbys. 


These appear in Queen Ann County, Maryland, 1730, when 
John Lisenby died. (Md. Wills) He married Jane Lowder and had 
a son Charles. A possible son Henry was married in 1745 to Amy 
Powell (St. Luke's Parish records) and John Lisenby is active 
in parish affairs of Queen Ann County in the 1730's. In 1764 
Daniel Lisenby appears at Buffalo Creek (Mecklenburg County, N.C. 
records), and by 1790 several Lisenbys were on the North-South 
Carolina borders. In 1769 Charles Lisenby voted in an election 
held in Craven County, S.C. (History of the Cheraws, pee 173, 
by Alexander Gregg). He was a soldier of the Revolution and 
received a pension. The census of 1790 gives John Lisenby, 
Anson County, N.C.; Joshua and James Lisenby, in Chesterfield 
County, S.C.. and Reuben Lisenby, of Orangeburg, who, with hig 
brother Josiah, was said to have lost their lives in the siege 
of Charleston. Reuben's son Abraham is said to have been one of 
Taree settlers in Settler Creek Township, Dewitt County,
